Claims 14-20 and 23-28 are allowed for the following reasons: prior art fails to disclose 
with the rest of limitations an operating method for a server communicating with a client. 
The client accesses a first Web page in the server by opening a plurality of window 
instances individually selectable with operational settings. After transmitting the first 
Web page, a second requested Web page is stored in the server with a second Web 
page identification data and a first Web page identification data if the first Web page 
identification data transmitted back to the server is not identical to any previously stored 
Web page identification data, the respective transmission identifiers are compared to a 
respective window instance from which a web page request is made, based on the 
results of the comparing, the appropriated window instance is applied, as set forth in the 
specification and recited in the claims.
